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Not All The Fireworks Fund 
Goes Up In Smoke 

Those big lights which are to be seen on the basket-ball 
court on the Playground were paid for from the Fireworks 
Fund surplus. The games there thrill a great number of 
Narberth citizens, as it seems there is no such open-air set- 
up for basket-ball elsewhere and pretty nearly all of the ace 
players in the Philadelphia area, the real big-timers in the 
sport, are to be seen shooting their stuff on the local court. 
Go down there some evening and you will see some pretty 
smart basket-ball. 

In addition to the lights, the surplus covered the lum- 
ber which was needed to rebuild the Haverford Avenue 
grandstand, a tidy sum. The hope now is that another 
greatly needed small building can be provided on the recrea- 
tion field and that is an expenditure which certainly should 
be encouraged. . 

The Community Club is in the process of spending 
nearly $4,000 in the'Community Building, from a fund they 
have saved through the years, and the plans indicate an im- 
provement scheme of a very substantial order. 

From the standpoint of capital investment, and not in- 
cluding operating costs, there is more money invested in the 
Playground and its improvements from private sources than 
the sum-total which came from the official exchequer. 

Perhaps the next bond issue will include the $10,000 or 
$15 000 which would work wonders on Narberth's premier 
facility and it is a bit of a pity that we are going without 
attractive and useful additions when we don't need to. 

* * * 

In previous vears the Fourth of July Fund helped other 
local activities. Tt is recalled that it once paid the rather 
•pressing debts of the ball club. It also provided 22 "dress 
suits" for the firemen, the kind they wear when on duty or 

on parade. 

Several vears ago, a nice check went to the American 
Legion and from time to time an allotment was made for 
emergencies, to give help where help was needed, extreme 
cases where a few quick dollars proved of extraordinary aid.
